DETAILED statement from Engineer Burnsido today in-

The Emmet-Prescott 
stretch is probably the longest unpaved portion of No. 67 or 
No. 70 between Texarkana and Memphis, and to leave it in 
its present condition through another winter is unthinkable.

As I wrote some lime ago In this 


column, the State Highway Depart- 
ment just barely prevented the U. S. 
Bureau of Public Roads from recom- 
mending asphalt for the Emmet-Pres- 
cott link. The highway department 
discovered in time that the lime base 
of the experimental road attracted 
water, and to have laid a flexible 
asphalt surface on such a yielding 
base would have been disastrous. 


Tliis required a change in plans, 


definitely committing the state and 
federal agencies to concrete instead 
of asphalt. 
, 


A certain amount of delay can be 


excused, but it will be inexcusable if 
the State Highway Department allows 
the dead of winter to roll around be- 
fore this construction is started. 


Especially since the federal govern- 


ment through the Public Works di- 
vision of the National Recovery Act 
has set aside ample money for this 


New Appraisal on 
Land Bank Loans 
Rests on Earnings 


Rodman Cautions Not to 


Depend on "Average 


Sale" Value

"Average Sale" Valuation 


Changes Sharply in 


Short Time 


Lloyd Spencer has received 


from E. J. Bodman, agent of 
the Land Bank Commissioner 
at St. Louis, whom he repre- 
sents as a correspondent in 
this county, an explanation of 
the term "normal" value as it 
is applied to the appraisal of 
farms. 


This will be particularly interesting 


to the farmers of this county because 
of the large number of applications 
for loans from the Land Bank Com- 
missioner and because the normal 
value of a farm, as arrived at by an 
official appraiser, has a very import- 
ant bearing upon the amount of mon- 
ey which may be loaned by the Com- 
missioner or the Land Bank. 


"The law specifics that the basis of 


appraisal in all cases is the normal 
value of the land for agricultural pur- 
poses and its earning power for such 
purposes is a principal factor," says 
Mr. Bodman. "There is a distinct dif- 
ference between this basis and one 
which- averages the sale prices of 
farms over a series of years with the 
claim that that average represents 


' normal agricultural yalucv.It may rcp- 


> fesent^'the 'iiverage" safc"^ price for a 
*' certain period but it does not repre- 


sent anything else. Where a farm 
must be appraised on Its earning pow- 
er, crop yields and prices, as well as 
cost of operation, including overhead 
charges such as taxes and deprecia- 
tion, must be taken into considera- 
tion. 


"Since a Land Bank loan or a Cim- 


missioner's loan is made for1 a long 
series of years, it is only natural that 
the normal agricultural value be con- 
sidered in appraising the land for such 
loans because, as we have witnessed 
in the last few years, the selling 
price of farms may vary considerably 
even over so short a period as ten 
years. In the open market a farm may 
be worth more or it may be worth 
less than the normal agricultural val- 
ue. 


"The appraisers who place values on 


farm properties 
upon 
which their 


owners wish to secure loans from the 
Land Bank or Land Bank Commis- 
sioner estimate the production of the 
land then use the average of farm 
commodity prices between 
August 


1909 
and July 1914 to determine the 


return of the products. The value of 
some crops gets out of relation to oth- 
er values at times. Farm machinery 
may cost more or less with relation to 
those prices anil taxes arc inore now, 
and for some time to come will be 
more than they were during the per- 
iod 1909-14. Such conditions, of course, 
have to be kept in mind in applying 
average prices to average yields and 
in estimating earning power of farms. 


Of course, the pric of farm commod- 


ities, when applied to average yields, 
.is not the only factor that enters into 
the determinations of the value of a 
farm. All farms ure not crop farms: 
the livestock carrying capacity of a 
farm is to be considered and probably 
sales from livestock, the proportion of 
good corp land to pasture, the acreage 
in orchard, timber or waste. Then 
there are the questions of drainage, 
overflow and erosion; insect and plant 
pests and diseases; the supply of water, 
accessibility ,to markets, transporta- 
tion facilities and the cost of hired 
help. There is also the location of the 
school and church and the general 
character and spirit of the community. 
All of these have varying degrees of 
influence upon the value of a farm 
and they may be different today than 
they were in the period 1909-14. 


Mr. Bodman also points out that the 


Land Bank is permitted to loan up 
to 50 per cent of the appraised normal 
agricultural value of the land plus 20 
per cent of the insured, permanent im- 
provements. He says further: "Land 
Bank loans are always made on the 
Security of a first farm mortgage but 
Joans by the Land Bunk Commission- 
er may be made on first or second 
liens on land and may include farm 
chattels, as supplemental. Wherever 
such loans can be made within the 
terms of the Farm Loan Act or the 
Emergency Farm Mortgage Act they 
will be completed us rapidly as pos- 
tible. Where the Land Bank can not 
make a loan it will be the endeavor 
of the Agent of the Land Bank Com 
missioncr to supply the farmer's needs. 


"The Agent can lend up to $5,000 to 


an Individual. 
The 
Agent's loan, 


added to all prior indebtedness on the 
property, must not exceed 75 per cent 
of its appraised value. This does not 
mean, however, that all loans that

ready started. A crew of eight work- 
men arc regraveling an old road and 
repairing bridges. Additional work- 
men may be employed to rush the de- 
tour through in time for actual work 
to begin on the two and one-half 
miles of pavement, Mr. Burnside said.

a half miles between Emmet and Pres- 
cot, 
and a gap of unpaved road of 


one and one-fourth 
miles between 


Fulton and Texarkana on the same 
highway, arc under advisement, but 
Mr. Burnside had no information as 
to when these two stretches would be 
paved.

They Resent Germany's 


Meddling in Austria's 


Affairs 


LONDON, Eng.—The British gov- 


ernment takes the gravest view of 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler's alleged vio- 
lation of pledges to Italy to cease in- 
terference in Austrian affairs. 


The broadcast by Dr. Theodore Ha- 


bicht, German Nazi commissioner for 
Austria, from Munich, is regarded 
by the British and French as defiance 
of the powers and violation of the 
promise. 


The British together with the French 


are determined not to allow Hitler to 
get away with any plans to disturb the 
peace of Europe and intend, unless 
re mends his ways, to make it quite 
plain when the Disarmament Commis- 
sion reassembles at Geneva that no 
concessions will be made to Germany 
while she is in the mood which now 
apparently possesses her.

WASHINGTON—(XP)—A flat prediction that a case of 


revocation of the Blue Eagle, emblematic of compliance with 
the National Recovery Administration, will arise and it will 
mean "economic death" to the offender, was made Friday by 
Recovery Administrator Johnson. 


At a press conference Johnson prom-S 


ised that violators of the modified 
presidential 
re-employment 
agree- 


ments would be disciplined if it w»i 
found that they were not complying 
with,their pledge to raise wages and 
increase employment by shortening 
hours. 


He added, however, that he intend- 


ed to let the situation rest for a brief 
period with the local committees. 


"But the time is coming," Johnson 


said, "when somebody is going to 
take one of these Blue Eagles off 
someone's window in a clear-cut case." 


"And that is going to be a sentence 


of economic death," the administra- 
tor added sternly. 


"Buy 
WMh NRA" 


BALTIMORE.—(/P)—An appeal 
to 


the nation to "buy now" in stores to- 
ward which the NRA's Blue Eagle 
beckons was made Thursday night by 
Hugh S. Johnson, the recovery ad- 
ministrator. 


In a vigorous 
address 
punctuated 


with arresting phrases, the aggressive 
economic chieftain struck out at the 
"doubting Thomases" and the "witch- 
doctors of the let-things-alone school 
of economic thought.'.' 


He called upon consumers to start at 


once patronizing those firms which 
are fulfilling the program of raising 
wages and :spreading employment: to 
increase purchasing power and .denied 
that the plan which he is: directing 
envasions a "boycott." 
• 


-•"It-la -Wttu^e At the sort," he said. 
"It is a White list if you like. Nobody 
is prevented from assuming the in- 
signia of those who are aiding re-em- 
ployment. Adequate means are pro- 


vided to protect those who are doing 
all they can but cannot go the whole 
distance. 


"In those circumstances it would be 


cowardly and unfair for the NRA to 
omit to point out to the people that 
they can only keep the re-employ- 
ment program going by supporting 
those who support it. Let us be frank 
and sensible." 


"Public Must Buy Now" 


Turning again to his promise to em- 


ployers that buying would be stimu- 
lated to take care of the increased 
wages which they are asked to pay, 
Johnson said "the public must buy 
now." 


"It must buy under the Blue Eagle 


and it must buy to the full of its rea- 
sonable and prudent needs," he add- 
ed. "It cannot be otherwise. To sup- 
port increased wages there must be 
increased business. To get increased 
business there must be increased buy- 
ing. 
Increased wages depend on in- 


creased buying and we can't have one 
without the other and that is as certain 
as that two and two make four. 


"The point about buying under the 


Blue Eagle is just as certain and just 
as simple. Increased wages come from 
Blue Eagle employers only. Blue 
Eagle employers cannot continue in- 
creased wages if public patronage goes 
to their competitors who have no Blue 
Eagles. 


"Failure to support Blue Eagle em- 


ployers is failure to suppont increased 
wages and re-employment. If NRA 
were afraid to say 'buy under the Blue 
Eagle' it ought to shut up shop and 
call the whole thing a flop."

are accepted by the agent are on the 
basis of up to 75 per cent. In fact, 
there are very few that will qualify up 
to that amount. In other words, atfer 
the farmer is refinanced by the Land 
Bank Commissioner, the farmer must 
have an equity in his property of at 
least 25 per cent, 


".Many farmers, when they find they 


.can get a Commissioner's loan for a 
certain amount, approach their cred- 
itors and get him to scale down their 
debts to a point where they can be 
refinanced. However, this is optional 
upon the part of the creditor. Many 
of the creditors of the farmers pre- 
fer to have cash for their claims even 
though their claln\s are reduced in 
amount rather than to 'carry' farmers 
longer. A survey made of Commis- 
sioner's loans some time ago indicated 
that .at least .one out of every 5 loans 
resulted in a scale-down of the farm- 
er's indebtedness."
